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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

Chicago,  January  i,  191 1 

To  His  Excellency  Charles  S.  Deneen 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  Springfield,  III. 

Sir: — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  Act  entitled: 
"An  Act  to  encourage  and  promote  the  establishment  of  free  public 
libraries  in  cities,  villages,  and  towns  in  this  State"  (Illinois), 
approved  June  17,  1891,  under  which  this  corporation  is  organ- 
ized, the  Trustees  of  the  Newberry  Library  submit  their  nine- 
teenth annual  report  for  the  year  1910. 

The  Trustees  have  been  called  upon  to  mourn,  during  the 
past  year,  the  loss  by  death  of  their  honored  associate,  Hon. 
Lambert  Tree,  which  occurred  in  New  York  on  October  9,  1910. 
Judge  Tree  was  a  Charter  Member  of  the  Library  and  its  First 
Vice-President,  having  succeeded  the  late  Edward  Isham,  Esq.,  in 
that  office.  A  copy  of  the  memorial  tribute  of  Judge  Tree's 
associate  Trustees  will  be  found  herewith. 

Judge  Tree  bequeathed  to  The  Newberry  Library,  in  addition 
to  whatever  volumes  in  his  library  The  Newberry  did  not  have 
duplicated,  a  set  of  the  Almanach  de  Gotha  in  fine  binding, 
complete  from  1770  to  1910,  and  also  his  portrait,  by  Leon 
Bonnat  of  Paris. 

A  list  of  the  present  Trustees  and  Officers,  together  with  a  list 
of  the  Trustees  from  the  organization  of  the  Library  in  1892  to 
1910,  is  included  as  usual. 

In  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Librarian,  appended  hereto, 
there  will  be  found  the  general  statistics  of  the  Library  for  the 
past  year,  including  those  of  its  general  administration,  acces- 
sions, number  of  periodicals,  attendance,  and  use  of  the  Library, 
a  list  of  current  serials,  and  the  names  of  donors  and  their 
respective  gifts. 

In  addition  to  the  acknowledgments  which  have  been  officially 
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made  to  the  several  donors  of  documents  to  the  Library,  the 
Trustees  would,  in  this  public  report,  express  their  appreciation 
of  the  thoughtfulness  that  has  made  this  institution  the  recipient 
of  their  gifts. 

A  statement  of  the  assets  of  The  Newberry  Library,  on 
December  31,  1910,  with  the  real  estate;  also  the  expenditures 
for  books,  pamphlets,  maps,  and  fittings  of  the  Library,  from  its 
foundation  to  date,  will  be  found  on  page  40.

MEMORIAL  TO  THE  HONORABLE  LAMBERT  TREE 

The  Trustees  desire  to  express  their  sense  of  the  loss  which 
The  Newberry  Library  has  sustained  in  the  death  of  their  friend 
and  associate,  Lambert  Tree,  and  direct  that  the  following  sketch 
of  his  life  be  entered  upon  the  records. 

Lambert  Tree  was  born  in  Washington,  D.C.,  November  29, 
1832.  His  family  came  to  America  in  1635  and  settled  in  Mary- 
land. His  paternal  and  maternal  grandfathers  served  in  the 
Revolution. 

His  early  education  was  by  private  tutors.  He  obtained  a 
degree  in  the  University  of  Virginia.  He  came  to  Chicago  in 
1855  and  began  the  practice  of  law.  In  1870  he  became  a  judge 
of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Cook  County.  His  faithful  service  on 
the  bench  impaired  his  health  and  he  resigned.  He  spent  several 
years  in  travel  and  study  in  Europe.  President  Cleveland  ap- 
pointed him  Minister  to  Belgium.  After  three  years'  service  he 
was  transferred  to  St.  Petersburg.  At  his  own  request  he  was 
recalled  by  President  Harrison,  who  soon  afterward  appointed 
him  member  of  the  Pan-American  Monetary  Conference. 

In  his  later  years,  his  wealth  and  personal  influence  were 
largely  used  to  promote  the  material,  artistic,  and  intellectual 
betterment  of  Chicago.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  The  Newberry  Library: 

Gentlemen: — Herewith  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
report  of  the  Librarian.  The  statistics  given  herein  are  taken 
from  the  several  records  currently  kept  by  the  assistants  in  the 
various  departments  of  the  Library. 

Book  selection  and  acquisition. — The  selection  and  acquisition 
of  the  books  purchased  during  the  year  have  been  in  accordance 
with  a  program  determined  upon  by  the  Book  Committee  at 
a  meeting  held  on  February  24.    Three  definite  objects  have  been 
kept  in  view,  viz. :  (1)  To  keep  up  to  date  the  literature  of  the 
subjects  in  which  the  Library  is  already  strong;  (2)  to  fill  out 
and  strengthen  subjects  incompletely  represented;  (3)  to  respond 
to  and  even  anticipate  the  wants  of  our  public  with  respect  to  the 
best  recent  publications  on  the  subjects  in  which  the  Library 
specializes.     Accordingly,  thirty-five  lists,  comprising  over  3,000 
titles,  have  been  submitted  to  the  Book  Committee  and  received 
their  approval.     The  first  object  named  above  has  been  secured 
in  the  regular  routine  way  through  purchases  made  at  book- 
auctions,  from  dealers'  catalogues,  or  orders  sent  to  our  agents. 
In  furtherance  of  the  second,  extensive  special  fists  were  prepared 
on  the  following  subjects:  Religion,  Philosophy  and  Psychology, 
British  History,  Spanish  History,  Literary  Criticism  (English 
and  foreign),  and  the  Modern  Drama  (American,  English,  and 
European).    The  third  object  has  been  satisfactorily   attained 
through  the  immediate  purchase,  in  orders  sent  out  weekly  or 
monthly,  of  some  1,200  titles,  English  and  foreign,  published  in 
1909  and  1910.    The  use  of  the  printed  catalogue  cards  received 
from  the  Library  of  Congress  has  immensely  facilitated   the 
progress  of  these  recent  publications  through  the  catalogue  de- 
partment to  the  shelves  where  they  become  accessible  to  readers. 
Appended  to  this  report  will  be  found  a  selected  list  of  certain  of 
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these  works,  which  it  may  interest  local  students  and  others  to 
know  are  here  and  accessible  to  students  of  their  respective 
subjects. 

In  September  Dr.  Berthold  Laufer  submitted  his  final  report 
on  the  East  Asiatic  books,  which  he  has  been  gathering  for  us 
since  1908. 

"In  planning  out  the  scope  of  this  library,"  he  says,  "it  has 
been  my  endeavor  to  make  it  as  fully  representative  as  possible 
of  all  departments  of  the  Chinese  and  Tibetan  literatures,  and 
I  dare  say  that  there  is  no  important  ancient  or  modern  Chinese 
book  not  to  be  found  in  this  collection.  It  will  be,  I  think,  a  good 
working  library  for  the  American  students  of  the  East,  a  practical 
reading  library  for  the  Chinese  students  in  America,  .... 
and  a  library  full  of  interest  to  the  librarian  who  is  intent  on 
studying  the  development  and  history  of  the  book,  of  printing 
and  wood  engraving.  Altogether  [1 157]  works  in  13,483  volumes 
have  been  procured,  distributed  as  follows:  Bibliography, 
Catalogues  of  Libraries,  13;  Collections  of  Reprints  (Ts'ung  shu), 
32;  Cyclopaedias,  n;  Classical  Literature,  Philosophy,  45; 
History,  102;  Biography,  15;  Lexicography,  47;  Epigraphy,  16; 
Facsimile  prints  of  ancient  manuscripts  and  inscriptions,  163; 
Illustrated  works  on  Archaeology,  12;  Painting,  Drawing,  the 
Arts  in  general,  126;  Seals,  5;  Essays,  Memoirs,  Collectanea,  61; 
Poetry,  48;  Belles-Lettres,  39;  Buddhism,  43  in  Chinese,  310  in 
Tibetan;  Taoism,  18;  Islam,  21;  Archery,  2.  As  to  language, 
there  are  143  works  in  Japanese,  310  in  Tibetan,  72  in  Mongol, 
60  in  Manchu  (or  in  Manchu  and  Chinese),  the  rest  being  in 
Chinese.  There  are  18  Manuscripts,  all  unpublished  and  valu- 
able. Sixty  of  the  1,215  works  represent  early  [books]  executed 
prior  to  the  now  reigning  dynasty.  We  have  two  fine  books  of 
the  Sung  period,  dated  1167  and  11 72  respectively,  the  latter 
being  a  perfect  copy  of  the  famous  history  of  China  by  the 
philosopher  Chu-Hsi  in  100  volumes.  There  is  one  of  the  Yuan 
or  Mongol  Dynasty  (13th  century),  and  57  come  down  from  the 
Ming  period  (1368-1640),  with  such  early  dates  as  1395,  1447, 
1467,  1504,  1558,  1559,  1572,  etc." 
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The  latest  shipment  from  Dr.  Laufer  has  not  yet  been  received 
at  the  Library;  hence  it  does  not  appear  in  the  statistics  given  in 
this  report. 

The  gifts  of  the  year  have  been  numerous  and  varied;  a  de- 
tailed list  of  their  donors  appears,  as  usual,  in  an  appendix.  The 
bequest  of  Judge  Tree  brought  us  his  splendid  set  of  the  Almanach 
de  Gotha  extending  from  1770  to  1910  inclusive.  In  all  proba- 
bility there  is  no  more  complete  set  than  this  in  the  United  States, 
as  the  only  volumes  lacking  are  those  for  the  years  1763  to  1769, 
and  very  few  European  libraries  possess  these.  In  accordance 
with  instructions  left  by  Judge  Tree  in  his  will,  thirty-nine  other 
volumes  were  selected  from  his  library  and  have  been  added  to 
our  collection. 

Mr.  Milward  Adams  presented  a  collection  of  130  photographs 
which  have  a  unique  interest.  They  are  portraits  of  distin- 
guished statesmen,  orators,  lecturers,  musicians,  singers,  etc., 
who  appeared  at  the  Auditorium  during  the  twenty-five  years  of 
Mr.  Adams'  managership.  All  bear  autograph  inscriptions  or 
expressions  of  appreciation  from  their  subjects  to  Mr.  Adams. 
These  photographs  have  been  newly  mounted  and  placed  in 
twelve  handsome  portfolios  made  in  book  form.

Attendance  and  use. — The  Library  was  open  308  days  and  the 
number  of  readers  to  whom  books  were  issued  in  the  several 
departments  was  66,410,  distributed  as  follows:

The  average  daily  attendance  was  215;  the  smallest  on  any 
day  was  100,  and  the  largest,  442.  It  is  a  curious  fact  that  the 
number  of  men  using  the  Library  was  greater  by  2,490  than  in 
1909;  but  the  number  of  women  readers  shows  a  loss  of  4,049. 
All  the  above-named  departments  except  the  general  Reading 
Room  had  an  increased  attendance  over  that  of  the  previous 
year.  The  attendance  during  the  months  of  February,  October, 
November,  and  December  was  larger  by  2,295  than  in  the  cor- 
responding months  of  1909.  During  the  period  from  March  1 
to  July  31,  however,  there  was  an  unusual  falling  off  in  the  num- 
ber of  readers. 

The  number  of  books  consulted  of  which  an  exact  record  was 
kept  was  95,554.     Of  these  the  daily  average  was  310;  the  small- 
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est  number  called  for  on  any  one  day  was  175,  and  the  largest, 
647.  These  figures  by  no  means  represent  the  total  use  of  the 
Library's  material  possessions.  Indeed,  they  are  so  misleading 
if  taken  literally  by  the  uninitiated  that  I  sometimes  question 
the  wisdom  of  printing  them.  In  the  first  place  they  do  not  in- 
clude the  use  made  of  the  several  thousand  general  reference 
works  on  open  shelves  to  which  readers  have  unrestricted  access; 
secondly,  they  do  not  include  the  consultation  of  the  new  books 
which  are  likewise  placed  on  the  open  shelves  in  the  chief  de- 
partments; thirdly,  they  do  not  record  the  number  of  volumes 
used  by  the  university  professors  who  are  given  direct  access  to 
the  book  stacks.  Finally,  in  the  case  of  the  books  in  the  De- 
partment of  Genealogy  it  has  been  the  rule  of  this  Library  to 
record  only  10  per  cent  of  the  volumes  used,  for  the  reason,  I  am 
told,  that  workers  in  this  subject  may  "often  have  to  look 
through  a  score  of  volumes  before  they  find  the  item,  fact,  or 
reference  for  which  they  are  searching."  I  very  much  doubt  if 
there  is  another  institution  in  the  country  which  has  so  modest, 
self-denying,  and  ultra-conservative  a  rule.  The  reason  given 
for  it  is  one  that  is  or  may  be  equally  true  of  most  other  subjects 
in  which  an  investigation  is  conducted.  In  my  own  experience, 
the  preparation  of  a  brief  six-page  printed  article  once  required 
on  my  part  the  consultation  of  over  1,200  volumes  and  pamphlets. 
That  is  precisely  what  happens  in  any  piece  of  thorough  literary 
or  historical  investigation  where  the  literature  of  the  subject  is 
abundant.  It  is,  therefore,  quite  evident  that  our  recorded 
statistics  fail  to  indicate  with  exactness  or  truth  the  real  extent 
to  which  our  books  are  used  by  the  public. 

During  the  year  there  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  use  of  the 
books  on  the  following  subjects:  Bibliography,  Religion,  His- 
tory, Genealogy,  Civil  Government,  Military  and  Naval  Arts, 
Literature,  and  Sports.  The  Special  Collections  were  likewise 
used  to  a  much  greater  extent  than  ever  before.  The  number  of 
volumes  consulted  in  the  Bonaparte  Philological  Collection  was 
1,267;  in  I9°9  it  was  799-  ^  the  Chinese  Collection,  1,280 
volumes  were  used ;  in  1909  the  number  was  204.    In  the  Egyp- 
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tology  Collection,  1,756  books  were  called  for,  as  compared  with 
654  in  1909.  These  facts  clearly  indicate  that  there  is  an  in- 
creasing use  of  our  materials  on  those  subjects  in  which  the  Li- 
brary specializes,  and  in  which  it  has  larger  and  stronger  collec- 
tions than  other  institutions  in  this  vicinity. 

We  have  received  about  the  usual  number  of  letters  of  inquiry 
from  persons  residing  at  a  distance.  The  information  wanted  is 
infinite  in  its  variety,  but  can  usually  be  supplied  in  typewritten 
answers  varying  in  length  from  a  few  lines  to  three  or  four  quarto 
sheets  of  letter  paper.  The  location  of  the  Library  is  obviously 
a  hindrance  to  its  use  by  a  large  number  of  residents  of  the  City 
and  suburbs.  This  is  evidenced  by  the  increasing  number  of 
letters  we  receive  from  such  persons  and  by  the  very  great  ex- 
tent to  which  the  telephone  is  being  used  as  a  means  of  inquiry. 
As  the  telephone  has  proved  itself  an  indispensable  time-saving 
device  in  professional,  business,  and  social  life,  it  is  not  surprising 
that  people  are  beginning  to  utilize  it  in  connection  with  their 
library  needs.  I  regard  these  calls  upon  us  as  perfectly  legiti- 
mate, and  the  information  asked  for  is,  if  obtainable,  transmitted 
either  by  mail  or  telephone.  This  new  form  of  library  service 
must  be  accepted  as  a  permanent  feature  of  our  work,  and  we 
must  be  prepared  to  render  it  in  a  prompt,  accurate,  and  satis- 
factory manner.  I  do  not  propose,  however,  to  make  elaborate 
record  of  the  number  of  volumes  consulted  by  the  library  assist- 
ants in  securing  the  information  thus  asked  for,  or  to  include  in 
our  statistics  of  readers  the  people  who  telephone  their  inquiries. 

Inter-library  loans. — Under  the  regulations  permitting  the 
loan  of  books  to  other  libraries,  sixty  volumes  have  been  bor- 
rowed for  brief  periods  by  the  following  institutions :  University 
of  Chicago,  33;  Field  Museum  of  Natural  History,  1;  Chicago 
Historical  Society,  3 ;  University  of  Illinois,  1 ;  Cornell  University 
Mt.  Vernon,  Iowa,  1;  University  of  Minnesota,  4;  University  of 
Nebraska,  6;  Jacksonville,  111.,  Public  Library,  2;  Lake  Forest 
College,  5;  Caxton  Club,  Chicago,  4. 

Catalogue  Department. — The  reports  of  the  Assistant  Libra- 
rian show  that  21,313  cards  were  added  to  the  Official  Catalogue. 
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With  the  exception  of  one  or  two  large  invoices  received  late  in 
the  year,  the  books  acquired  during  1910  have  all  been  catalogued; 
there  are  practically  no  arrears  to  accumulate  and  cause  trouble 
later.  The  use  of  the  printed  catalogue  cards  from  the  Library 
of  Congress  has  aided  materially  in  keeping  current  work  up  to 
date.  Between  April  1st  and  December  31st,  we  secured  cards 
for  1,448  titles  (representing  1,864  volumes)  on  the  book  lists 
approved  during  that  period.  Besides  the  current  routine  work 
the  department  has  made  considerable  progress  in  the  revision 
and  improved  coordination  of  entries  and  headings  in  the  Official 
Catalogue,  the  necessity  for  which  I  described  to  you  in  a  special 
report  made  in  December,  1909.  The  task  of  adding  the  new 
class-marks  to  the  cards  in  this  Catalogue  and  removing  the 
obsolete  Poole  marks  has  been  completed;  a  total  of  107,000 
cards  have  had  the  new  numbers  placed  upon  them.  As  you 
know,  this  catalogue  was  formerly  in  two  parts,  one  case  con- 
taining the  entries  on  the  small-sized  cards  introduced  by  Dr. 
Poole,  and  a  second  case  containing  those  written  on  the  modern, 
standard-size  card.  The  work  of  combining  these  two  sets  of 
different  sized  cards  into  one  set  in  one  alphabetical  order,  in  a 
continuous  series  of  trays  of  uniform  size,  began  in  December, 
1909.  On  December  31,  1910,  a  total  of  111,603  nad  been  thus 
combined  and  consolidated  into  a  single  alphabetical  series  nearly 
through  the  letter  P.  Approximately  one-half  the  time  of  the 
Assistant  Librarian  has  been  spent  on  this  latter  piece  of  work. 

The  preparation  of  a  new  public  Author  Catalogue  is  in  the 
hands  of  a  force  of  workers  separate  from  the  regular  Catalogue 
Department.  A  detailed  report  of  the  work  accomplished  on 
this  new  catalogue  since  its  commencement  in  April  last  will  be 
presented  to  the  Board  in  the  near  future. 

Classification  Department. — The  following  extracts  from  the 
annual  summary  of  the  work  of  this  department,  submitted  by 
the  assistant  in  charge,  indicate  something  of  its  varied  nature 
and  activities. 

"The  total  number  of  new  titles  classed  was  3,766;  of  con- 
tinuation titles,  3,404;  of  volumes  and  pamphlets,  9,784.    The  total 
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number  of  titles  in  the  Library  on  January  1,1910,  was  estimated 
at  121,109;  adding  the  3,766  titles  of  the  past  year,  we  have  124,- 
875  titles  on  January  1,  191 1.  Work  upon  classifying  the  titles 
in  the  Eames  Collection  was  taken  up  in  February,  and  during 
the  year  1,767  out  of  the  total  1,980  titles  in  the  collection  have 
been  classified.  The  arrears  of  slips  for  insertion  in  the  shelf- 
lists  and  finding-lists  have  been  cleared  away  during  the  year  and 
we  are  up  to  date.  The  number  of  entries  mounted  was  16,400. 
This  is  7,380  short  of  the  number  written  and  mounted  in  1909,  but 
the  23,780  of  that  year  included  8,000  entries  for  the  Hay  den 
pamphlets,  many  of  them  title-a-line  entries.  The  following  lines 
of  future  work  for  this  department  have  been  indicated  by  the 
Librarian:  Classification  of  titles  in  the  Eames  and  Bonaparte 
Collections;  preparation  of  a  classed  list  of  the  books  and  manu- 
scripts in  the  Museum,  and  references  for  them  under  topics  in 
the  general  classification;  the  writing  of  one  extra  entry  in  the 
form  of  a  reference  for  (1)  each  individual  work  classed  with  a 
series  to  which  it  belongs,  (2)  any  work  treating  of  two  topics  of 
equal  importance,  (3)  each  series  scattered  by  subject.  The 
practice  with  regard  to  classing  series  has  varied  in  the  past,  the 
set  being  sometimes  scattered  by  the  individual  works  composing 
it  and  sometimes  kept  together  under  the  general  subject  of  the 
series.  The  present  practice  is  to  keep  together  only  those 
series  which  have  topical  significance  (e.g.,  are  illustrative  of  a 
subject,  form  of  work,  or  period  of  time).  General  references 
from  one  topic  to  another  in  the  classification  have  been  made 
from  the  beginning;  [but]  particular  references  to  individual 
works  will  be,  it  is  believed,  of  greater  benefit  to  the  reference 
service  of  the  Library." 

Genealogical  Index. — At  the  beginning  of  1910,  the  last  por- 
tion of  some  70,000  entry  slips  was  being  added  to  the  Index; 
this  work  was  completed  in  February.  During  March  and  April, 
42,930  previously  prepared  typewritten  entries  were  mounted 
and  cut  in  the  Bindery.  They  have  since  been  arranged  in 
alphabetical  order  and  are  nearly  ready  for  final  insertion  in  the 
Index  Books.     Manuscript  copy  for  approximately  25,580  new 
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entries  has  been  prepared  or  indicated  and  is  ready  for  the  typist. 
When  the  above  42,930  mounted  entries  have  been  inserted,  the 
Genealogical  Index  will  contain  an  estimated  total  of  628,980 
entries,  which,  it  is  believed,  direct  the  user  to  over  1,000,000 
references  in  the  books  in  our  collection.  This  is  a  notable 
achievement,  and  deserves  the  praise  which  readers  here  and 
visitors  from  other  parts  of  the  country  invariably  bestow  upon 
it.  No  other  library  in  the  world  possesses  so  complete  a  tool  for 
investigating  the  subject  of  family  history  and  related  topics. 

Binding. — There  were  newly  bound  3,473  volumes,  or  509 
more  than  last  year;  182  pamphlets  were  put  in  Newberry  bind- 
ings, and  over  1,200  were  inserted  in  385  temporary  Rudolph 
bindings.  In  addition,  1,147  volumes  were  repaired  and  re- 
lettered;  1,798  volumes  had  the  class-marks  gilded  on  their 
backs;  1,170  maps  were  mounted;  16,549  plates  were  guarded 
on  mousseline.  All  volumes  of  current  periodicals  completed 
prior  to  October  1st  were  bound  and  on  the  shelves  before  De- 
cember 31,  1910.  The  above  by  no  means  exhausts  the  record 
of  work  done  by  this  department.  It  performs  scores  of  minor 
services  for  the  Library  which  do  not  lend  themselves  to  classified 
description,  but  which  are  none  the  less  important  and  valuable. 
All  blank  cards  needed  for  our  various  catalogues  are  now  pre- 
pared for  us  in  the  bindery,  where  machines  for  their  accurate 
cutting  and  punching  have  been  installed  during  the  past  year. 
The  paper  stock  is  secured  in  bulk  from  the  mill  which  manufac- 
tures it,  and  we  cut  and  punch  the  cards  in  quantities  suited  to 
our  needs.  This  change  has  resulted  in  a  very  material  saving 
in  the  cost  of  the  cards,  of  which  we  are  likely  to  use  between 
50,000  and  60,000  annually. 

Evening  Service. — On  October  1st  the  formation  of  a  separate 
evening  staff  was  completed.  No  member  of  the  day  force  who 
has  worked  continuously  from  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.  (exclusive  of  the 
luncheon  hour)  is  now  called  on  for  service  after  6  p.m.,  except  in 
an  emergency  or  occasionally  as  a  substitute.
